The President of the Mutua l Sa vings Ba nk Associa tion sa id tha t 
the wa y to restore prosperity is to put more money in the sa vings 
ba nks. 
President Stephenson, himself, a nnounced tha t the America n 
Ba nkers’ Associa tion would conduct a n intensive ca mpa ign to 
induce our people to be thrifty in the sense tha t the French 
people a re thrifty. 
Rea l wa ges in Fra nce, by the wa y. a re a bout 
one third a s high a s in the United Sta tes. If people in this country 
ha d spent no more money la st yea r tha n people spent in Fra nce, 
a nd ha d sa ved the rest, business would not ha ve turned up on 
December 20, or on a ny other da te. 
Instea d, business would ha ve 
colla psed. 
Now some of the ba nkers ha ve a different story to tell. They 
seem to a gree tha t business bega n to improve when the people 
bega n to ta ke a lot of money out of the ba nks a nd spend it. 
As 
a ma tter of fa ct, business ca nnot possibly improve until people 
spend more money, no ma tter where they get it, a nd no ma tter 
wha t else they do. 
This is not opinion. 
It is a rithmetic. 
hverybody ought to sa ve for sickness, unemployment a nd 
old a ge, if for no other rea son. 
Every individua l must decide 
how much he ought to sa ve. 
But sa ving does not crea te 
business.
